Preliminary announcements 
have been issued for the third 
annual exhibition of the Ken- 
tucky Corn Growers' Associa- 
tion. The Corn show will be 
held at the College of Agricul- 
ture, Lexington, from January 
7 to 10 , iu connection with 
Farmers' Week at tbe S|)ate Uni- 
▼eraity. • 

In addition to the pretnioms 
for corn, prizes are to be award- 
ed for oats, soy beans and co« 
pegs. Tobacco may be included 
if the grow#n nfahifeated aoffioi- 
ent interest. All entries must 
be of products growu during the 
year 1912, and tbe lists will close 
on Saturday, January 41 

Kentucky has had good cropa 
this year, and it is believed the 
corn show will be the best ever 
bold io tbe^ StgtOt f^timercai 
exhibits from the boys' eora 
clubs will be included, aud ue 
the boys have bad a more fav li- 
able season than' they hu i last 
year for their agricultural opera- 
tions they should be able to show 
som*^ surprising resultt-. Tin- 
county corn shows will be heard 
from in the courae of a few 
weeks, and the clubs may be ex- 
pected to give a good account of 
themselves. There are more 
duba thia year and more boys 
interested in the competition. 
Their activities are of incalcua 
ble values as ao incentive io big- 
ger and better prodvotion of 
Kentaeky'a leading agriepltnral 
staple. 

This years corn show undoubt- 
edly will be a great aucceaa if the 
corn growers elect to make it so. 
By their earnest co-operation 
their annual exhibition can be 
made an abiding influence for 
more intelligent farming and for 
more rennmerative production.

I bought a little gas 
plate for fifty cents, a little oven 
for a dollar, a u'alv.mizjd tub for 
sev^uty-tive ceiits and a "[dan- 
ger" for seveiity-tive cent.':., aud 
my cooking and laundvy equip- 
ment seemed perfect, ;Th^ effec- 
tive powders and soafis reduced 
my laundry bill to a trifle. I 
bought two flat irons with a pat- 
ent handle aod iuvariabl.s l uok- 
ed all foo(ta»jioirtbg time ctf rhff 
iron wnen ironing, which con- 
served tbe lieat amasingly.
